board that the actual cost of the 
requests would run no more than 50 per

by

Yates echoed the sentiment along with 
the declaration that the salary figures 
were “requests” and not “ demands.” 
Classified employes are asking a 25 
per cent salary hike; the raise asked by 
teachers was phrased a different way, 
but it was believed to approximate that 
much.

Glen 
Wegner 
who

empowered to speak for them 
The 
requests by classified employes will be 
considered 
first 
by

Commission; those by teachers will be

Certificated Employe Council and a 
trustee committee headed by Mrs 
Milligan as chief and with the assistance 
of

Carlin,

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A bomb 
exploded in a third floor restroom of the 
State 
Departm ent 
early 
today, 
collapsing walls, rupturing water pipes 
and dislodging ceiling tile 100 feet away. 
The radical Weather Underground took 
credit for the blast. 
There were no injuries m the 12:56 
a.m. explosion, which occurred on the 
same floor that contains offices of the 
Agency for International Development, 
the principal agency handling U.S. 
foreign 
aid, 
including 
funds 
for 
Southeast Asia. 
An organization calling itself The 
Weather 
Underground 
Organization 
claimed credit in telephone calls to the 
news 
media 
for 
the 
blast 
and 
simultaneous threats against the Armed 
Force Induction Center in Oakland, 
Calif 
A series of phone calls and notes 
claiming to be from the organization 
criticized U.S. involvement in Southeast 
Asia. The Weather Underground is 
believed to be an offshoot of the radical 
Weathermen which took credit for a 
number of protest bombings at the 
height of the Vietnam War. 
“This was a damn big bomb,” District 
of Columbia policeman Charles Lightner 
said “It wasn’t one of those blow the lid 
off things.” 
To reach the explosion site, which is 
closed to the public, a person must pass 
through department security checks. 
The bomb went off two floors above 
the 
dep artm en t’s 
International 
Conference Room, where Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger conducted a 
news 
conference 
Tuesday. 
When 
Kissinger arrived for work today he 
inspected the damage, 
but had no 
comment. 
The building was open for business 
today, but tighter-than-normal security 
precautions were set up. 
Government security agents, police 
and firemen worked in the debris, 
attempting to find clues as to how the 
bomb was planted. 
In Oakland, the FBI and local police 
searched the induction center but no 
bomb was found. Police cordoned off a 
block surrounding the center, which has 
been the site of demonstrations during 
anti-Vietnam War disturbances. 
News 
organizations 
around 
the 
country received telephone calls before 
the explosion directing reporters to 
phone boths where letters were left 
warning of the bombs and criticizing 
U.S. involvement in Southeast Asia. 
On Tuesday, President Ford asked 
Congress to approve $522 million in 
additional military aid to South Vietnam 
and Cambodia. 
Just before dawn the Oakland Tribune 
received a mysterious telephone call 
that a bomb was on the induction 
center’s seventh floor and a dog that can 
sniff out explosives was sent with its 
trainer into the structure. No bomb was 
found. 
By telephone and letter, anonymous 
persons sent warnings that a bomb had 
been placed in the structure by the 
Weather 
Underground. 
One 
letter 
declared the terrorists were acting “in 
solidarity with the peoples of Vietnam 
and Cambodia and with millions in the 
United States.” 


The letter was found in a downtown 
San Francisco telephone booth by a 


reporter who had been directed to it 
through a telephone call to television 
station KGO. Other letters were sent to

Mediator attempts new 
J-M negotiation meet

Federal mediator Frank Allen today 
was talking by telephone to Johns- 
Manville 
Corp. 
and 
the 
chemical 
workers union in an effort to bring the 
two sides to the 
bargaining table 
Saturday. 
Allen said Saturday was the first and 
only possibility for a negotiating session 
this week after a behind-the-scenes plan 
for a meeting today, Wednesday, fell 
through. Both J-M and officials of Local 
146, International Chemical Workers 
Union 
have told Allen that they are 
willing to come back to the bargaining 
table again. Allen said: “I’ll make every 
effort to get a meeting organized for 
Saturday.” 
Negotiations between the two sides 
have been under way since weeks before 
the 
collective 
bargaining 
contract 
binding 
them 
expired on 
Oct. 
24. 
Negotiations continued on a sporadic 
basis after that date and the workers 
continued to work. The rest is history. J- 
M locked its gates on Dec. 9 and 
reopened them to hourly union workers 
on Jan. 20. On Jan. 21 the union voted to 
stay off the job and said the action was a 
continuation of the company lockout. 
The company however called the action 
a strike. 
Finally on Jan. 23, negotiations finally 
broke down when union officers walked 
out, climaxing a marathon 16-hour 
session. 
Today 
J-M 
announced 
the 
cancellation effective Feb. 1 of all 
company 
paid 
benefits 
including 


hospital, surgical, major medical, life 
insurance, 
prescription 
drugs, 
and 
dental 
programs. 
Paul 
Burnum, 
director of employe relations for J-M 
said today that the action “was one of 
the hardest we’ve had to make.” 
Average company paid benefits per 
family amount to about $80 per month, 
Burnum said. 
The J-M announcement comes on the 
heels 
of

Em ploym ent 
D e v e l o p m e n t 
D e p a r t m e n t 
announcement that the chemical union 
workers are now ineligible for the $90 
per week, 
per man unemployment 
compensation checks. The state action 
effectively dries up about $45,000 a week 
that 
had 
been 
coming 
into 
the 
community. There was a piece of good 
news 
for 
the 
union, 
however, 
interspersed with the 
bad 
Arthur 
Nelson, county welfare chief, said a 
decision was made yesterday that J-M 
workers are eligible for food stamps and 
aid to families with dependent children 
— providing they agree to accept the 
offer of other employment and meet 
economic standards. Nelson said he was 
deploying his 
department’s 
clerical 
personnel from Santa Maria and Santa 
Barbara 
to 
handle the 
anticipated 
application for welfare benefits. 
The labor dispute is 
centered on 
wages and fringe benefits, but the key to 
the breakdown in negotiations as far as 
the union is concerned is a disagreement 
on the methods used by the company to 
arrive at its cost of living offer. A 14- 
cent hourly increase had bwn due Nov. 
1, but has been held in abeyance. 


Leading economic indicators 
fall again during December 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The index of 
leading economic indicators fell again in 
December for a record five-month 
decline of 11 per cent, it was reported 
today. 
The 
Commerce 
Department 
also 
sharply revised the November index 
from a decline of 1.5 per cent to a record 
3.5 per cent. The December decline was 
2.4 per cent. 
TTie 
November 
revision 
and 
the 
December decline, plus the steady 
downward 
movement 
since 
July, 
indicate 
more 
layoffs 
and 
factory 
shutdowns in the months ahead. 
A department spokesman said the 


current slump is the worst since the 
index was begun in 1948. The previous 
low was a 9.8 per cent decline in the six 
months 
ended 
April, 
1949, 
which 
foreshadowed the 1949-1950 recession. 
The index measures 12 sectors of the 
economy, including building permits, 
industrial materials prices, average 
workweek and prices for stocks and 
industrial 
materials. 
Of 
the 
nine 
indicators available for December, six 
declined and three improved. 
A spokesman said the December 
decline of 2.4 per cent may be revised 
when more complete information is 
available. 
Wählers defends city consultant use

(This is the last of a two-part series.) 
Local questions keep bobbing up over 
the cost and necessity of calling in 
outside consulting firms to study and 
handle 
city 
problems. 
And 
so do 
complex new programs and city study 
projects. And so do new city contracts 
for more outside consulting work. 


Besides the $898,426 in sewer and 
water system study and engineering 
contracts the city has signed with the 
firm of Brown and Caldwell since 1971, 
several new consulting projects are 
either under way or in the offing. One is 
a $10,000 program to assist the city in 
applying for from $1.8 to $3 million in 
federal funds under a federal grant 
program. Another is an environmental 
resource management study for $21,000 
to satisfy state requirements. A third is 
a $10,000 to $15,000 study of the city 
dump. 


As with the Brown and Caldwell work, 
the city will pay for part of the cost of 
these services and the taxpayers of the 
state and country at large will foot the 
rest. Still, there are complaints. 
“They 
(outside 
consultants) 
have 
been overused and to me, they don’t take 


in local conditions or the cost involved,” 
charged a citizen who has been involved 
in local government here for over a 
decade and preferred not to be named. 
“My complaint is that consultants never 
get to the Joe Blow public on the street 
to find out his reaction.” 
Other public voices have been asking 
“Why can’t the city staff do some of this 
consulting work themselves?” 
“Something to be considered, really, 
is that in many cases we simply don’t 
have the people aboard to perform these 
tests,” defended Gene Wahlers, city 
administrative officer. “It would not be 
cost effective to hire staff for these 
purposes.” 
It wouldn’t save any money, Wahlers 
elaborated, to beef up the city staff with 
three or four more administrative aides 
to handle studies and then either lay 
them off or have them standing around 
doing nothing after the studies are 
finished. 
“It’s difficult to maintain a staff on 
that basis,” the administrator asserted. 
Wahlers 
said 
his philosophy 
is to 
maintain a trim permanent staff and 
contract with outside consulting firms 
for one-shot study and engineering work 
the small staff can’t handle. 
Even when members of his city crew 


possess the technical know-how to do 
some of this specialized work, Wahlers 
added, they either can’t take the time 
from routine duties or they couldn’t get 
the work done in time to meet state and 
federal deadlines. 
“What’s 
brought 
on 
all 
of 
this 
(consulting work) is the new federal 
programs we’re operating under that 
require all of these detailed, specialized 
applications,” he analyzed. 
Required study work for the federal 
Community Development Block Grant 
Program is an example. The city’s grant 
application is due in Washington by 
April 15 along with a local housing 
assistance plan, a comprehensive three- 
year local development plan and a city 
shopping list of projects to be funded. 
The five-person consulting 
firm of 
Hayworth, 
Anderson 
and 
Lafer 
of 
Orange County has been contracted for 
most of this and future grant work at 
$10,000. This amount will come out of the 
city’s $102,000 first year allotment. 
Wahlers drew some heat from the 
audience at the City Council’s Dec. 17 
session over a city administrative aide, 
Bob Livingston, who was hired at a 
$10,000 yearly salary just as consulting 
work for the federal grant program was 
being 
c o n s i d e r e d . 
Why, 
the 


administrator 
was 
asked, 
couldn’t 
Livingston do the grant application 
study work himself and save the city 
$10,000? 


“He could do much of it and is 
working on it while doing other things,” 
Wahlers reacted in a later interview. “I 
needed Bob Livingston on the 
staff 
before we even got involved in this 
program ... I simply don’t have him 
available to work full-time on this 
particular project.” 


Livingston couldn’t hope to get it all 
done himself by April 15, Wahlers 
added. 
And 
the 
new 
aide, 
the 
administrator said, isn’t familiar with 
this area. The last disadvantage is one 
Livingston shares with the Orange 
County consulting firm. 
Wahlers announced to the council at 
their Jan. 13 meeting that he had set up 
a 
new city 
Department of Fiscal 
Services under Livingston’s direction. 
Part of the new aide’s duties, 
he said, 
will include programming a wider range 
of financial transactions on the city 
computer. The administrator said that 
other city staff members are also doing 
some of the community development 
grant application work.

“ Assembly Bill 532 (Hart) 
specifies that a conviction of 
driving under the influence of 
alcohol, drugs, or combination 
of alcohol and drugs shall be 
considered a second conviction 
if

under the influence of drugs,” 
Hart said. 


Assemblyman Hart pointed 
out that “ current law has a 
loophole that should be closed 
Someone convicted of drunk 
driving is not considered a 
second offender if the prior 
conviction 
was for driving 
under the influence of drugs. 
“ I feel there should be severe 
penalties 
for 
anybody 
convicted of driving under the 
influence of drugs or alcohol, 
particularly on second offense.

Lungren said he could not say 
when Nixon would be well 
enough for lengthy travel, such 
as to Washington, where there 
has been talk of subpoenaing 
him to testify before congres-

coincided with a statement in 
Washington by Goldwater, the 
Arizona Republican, a leader of

of his (Nixon’s) desire to get 
back into the political arena —

Kerrigan said the attackers 
were "just a couple of kids with 
low mentality — most likely 
journalism majors." 
Outside the building a group 
of 
about 
50 demonstrators 
organized by a group calling 
itself the "Revolutionary Stu­ 
dent Brigade” rallied in protest 
against Kerrigan’s antibusing 
stand. 


"This was well planned," 
said Campus Police Capt. Sal 
B a le s tr ie r i. 
“ The 
demonstration itself was just a 
diversion for the actual paint 
throwing." 


A free-lance photographer, 
James Ryan, took pictures of 
Kerrigan after he was struck 
by paint. 
Ryan 
said 
later 


Kerrigan and two other men 
struck him in an attempt to get 
the film. Kerrigan denied the 
accusation. 
Ryan said he followed Kerri­ 
gan and two of the teacher’s 
companions into a washroom. 
"When I got inside one of the 
guys with him said to me, 
Hasn’t the guy had enough? 
What do you want pictures 
for?’ Then Kerrigan told the 
two 
other 
guys, 
‘Get 
the 
camera I want the film .’ 
"Then the three of them 
attacked me in the washroom,” 
Ryan said. 
Ryan said Kerrigan struck 
him on the head while his two 
companions held the photogra­

abrasions and a back injury. 
But he said he saved the film,

Vehicle Safety Act of 1966 was 
enacted 
Peltzman, who specialized in 
studies of the effectiveness of 
government 
regulation, 
said 
drivers appear to be taking 
greater risks because "acci­ 
dents are cheaper’’ with safety 
devices to protect the car’s 
occupants. 
Auto safety devices which 
reduce 
the 
probability 
of 
passenger harm may produce a 
counterproductive effect of in­ 
creasing 
the 
probability of 
having an accident," Peltzman 
said. 
"The actual highway death 
toll today is no different than if 
we had no safety regulations," 
said 
Peltzman, 
a 
former 
member of the President’s 
Council of Economic Advisors. 
"People respond 
by 
taking 


more risks so the net effect is 
zero," 
Peltzm an’s 
conclusions 
differ greatly from those of 
highway safety researchers, 
who favor the use of devices 
such as seat belts, energy 
absorbing steering column, 
penetration-resistant

The measure would create an 
Agricultural Relations Board 
to supervise elections to deter­ 
mine whether the United Farm 
Workers Union or the Team­ 
sters would represent laborers.

by 
arguments that unions should 
be allowed to use the secondary 
boycott 
to 
force 
reluctant 
growers to recognize them.” 
Zenovich said 


His 
committee

bill 
prohibiting 
secondary boycotts. That bill 
had the endorsement of the 
Teamsters

than a 50-50 chance the famed 
crooner will pull his popular 
Pro-Am out of the winter tour. 
Crosby, who pioneered celeb­ 
rity golf and helped a lot of 
struggling pros in the 1940s and 
50s pick up pocket money in the 
slack winter season, has run 
into a major difference of 
opinion with Deane Beman, 
commissioner of the PGA’s 
Tournament Players Division, 
and if Beman and the PGA 
Policy Board, which includes 
four players, don’t back off, it’s 
goodbye to the Crosby clam­ 
bake. 
And if that happens, Bob 
Hope’s Desert Classic and 
Andy Williams’ San Diego Open 
won’t be far behind. You could 
also add Glen Campbell’s Los 
Angeles Open and Dean Mar­ 
tin’s Tucson Open. 
Bing brought the growing 
feud between the sponsors of 
the celebrity winter events and 
the PGA to light during the past 
weekend. He’s not saying all 
that much right now, because 
he honestly hopes to reach an 
agreement with the PGA that 
will enable his event and the 
others, too, to survive. 
At 
the 
bottom 
of 
the 


argument between Crosby and 
Beman is the PGA’s demand 
for a bigger slice of the 
television pie. The PGA has 
gone as far as to hire its own 
television coordinator, Steve 
Reid, with the idea of taking 
over complete control of all 
contracts involving television 
and its game. 
The winter events, because 
of the celebrity format, have 
been great successes over the 
years, both at the gate and on 
television. The presence of 
Bing, Bob, Dean and Andy in 
the booth hasn’t hurt. In fact, 
one television official said “as 
long as guys like Bing are on 
camera there will always be a 
long line of sponsors. Take him 
out, 
and 
it's just another 
telecast.” 


Crosby gave in some to the 
PGA this year, letting them 
take 30 per cent off the top of a 
$280,000 
television 
contract. 
But he insists that’s it, he won’t 
give the PGA another cent. The 
PGA is demanding 50 per cent 
in 1976 and 80 per cent in 1977. 
Bing’s reply has been short 
and sweet. 
“Take 30 and be happy,” he 
told Beman, “or it’s adios.” 
Crosby officials insist that 
often the difference between 
making money and breaking 
even 
is 
the 
tournament’s 
television contract. “Without

all that television money, we'd 
be 
at

weather,” said Ted Durein, the 
man who helped Bing bring his 
event to to Monterey Peninsula 
28 years ago. 
This

weather was unusually warm. 
Throw in the television money 
and it’s safe to assume the 
Crosby Charities got a big 
contribution this year. It rained 
last year, though, and Bing was 
hard-pressed 
to keep from 
dipping into his own pocket for 
the purse, something he’s done 
enough times in the past 


Another side of the argument 
with the PGA involves the fact 
Bing makes his own television 
arrangements. Beman wants 
this to change. That’s why he 
and the Policy Board hired 
Reid. 
When 
the PGA 
ap­ 
proached Bing on this point last 
Fall he literally told them 
where they could go. 
“I’ve forgotten more about 
the television business than all 
of those people put together 
know right now,” said Bing in a 
rare outburst. “There is no 
question in my mind I can 
make a better deal. If I didn’t 
think so, I’d gladly turn it over 
to them . ”

forever, and a play’s finished 
because it’s opened, I know 
from past experience that it’s 
never going to be right. 
Occasionally. Simon speaks 
at œlleges (“The word ‘lec­ 
ture’ frightens me,” he says, 
cringing ’’It’s just question and 
answer periods’’), and what he 
passes on to young playwrights 
is basically the lay of the land 
“ I tell them about the pitfalls 
and the joys.

A day or two before Thanksgiving, 
Charles Pinckney Luckey of Middlebury 
Connecticut Congregational Church was 
making his ministerial rounds, as usual 
on his motorcycle, 
when suddenly, 
rounding a corner, he lost his balance 
and fell He arrived home to his three 
vacationing sons — two from college, 
one from nearby Taft School — a little 
bedraggled But this didn't m atter much 
— he was always a conspicuously 
inform al 
d resser, 
though 
never 
effectedly so, in fact there was no trace 
of affectation in him, which is one 
reason why he was so greatly, and 
quietly, popular with the congregation, 
even as he had been at Yale, and Taft. 


What 
vexed 
him 
was that he should 
have lost his balance 
A 
perfect 
physical 
specimen at 50. tall 
and 
ra n g y 
an d 
handsome with a face 
of a 30-year-old and 
the physique of a long­ 
distance runner So he 
went to the doctor sus­ 
pecting he had some­ 
thing wrong with his 
ears, knowing like the 
rest of us 
only boy-scout medicine, which tells you 
that when your balance is off. something 
is wrong in your ear canal. The doctor 
examined him, couldn't find anything, 
and everyone hoped whatever it was 
would go away. 


It didn t Within a week or two he 
began to lose his vision, at an alarming 
rate. In three weeks she was blind, and 
beginning to lose motor control on his 
left side A legion of specialists had by 
that time surveyed his wilting frame, 
and aname was spoken which squirts 
icewater even among hardened doctors, 
because there are only a half dozen 
recorded cases of 
it and it most 
gruesomely and implacably lethal They 
call 
it 
Creutzfeld-Jakob 
disease. 
Something about a galloping attrition of 
the nerve endings Prognosis: one-three 
months Cause0 Nobody knows, though 
there was much speculation Could he 
have got it eating strange fish in the 
Yukon on his camping trip this sum m er 
with the boys? 


They 
took 
him 
to 
Colum bia 
P resb y terian 
in 
New 
York, 
to 
confirm” the diagnosis. One suspects 
the real reason for the trip was to give 
the 
medical 
students a chance to 
examine someone suffering from such 
an exotic disease, 
rather like the 
gathering of the astronomers to gaze at 
a once-in-a-lifetime comet. It was only 
there that he yielded to depression, as 
they 
poked 
about 
and 
asked 
him 
questions, to measure, scientifically, 
th e 
p h y sic a l 
and 
in te lle c tu a l 
deteriorations. Before, and after, he 
was 
o b stin a te ly 
c h e e rfu l 
and 
affectionate, dictating to his secretary 
every day letters of farewell to his 
friends, letters exalted by a curious 
dignity that attached to him even as a 
teen-ager He preached his last sermon, 
propped up by his 17-year-old son at the 
lectern, on the Sunday before Christmas 
to a congregation wracked with pain and 
admiration 
The crisis came shortly after. He 
called his secretary and dictated a 
paragraph which he sent to a few 
friends, and which was pronounced by the 
retired, 
aged 
chaplain 
of 
Yale 
University “ the most moving credo to 
the Christian 
faith 
written 
in 
my 
lifetime." 
“ What" — Charlie dictated — “ does 
the Christian do when he stands over the 
abyss of his own death and doctors have 
told him that his disease is ravaging his 
brain and that his whole personality 
may be warped, twisted, changed? Then 
does the Christian have any right to self- 
destruction, 
especially 
when 
the 
Christian 
knows 
that 
the 
changed 
personality may bring out the horrible 
beast in himself? Well, after 48 hours of 
self-searching study it comes to me that 
ultimately and finally the Christian has 
to always view life as a gift from God, 
and every precious drop of life was not 
earned 
but 
was a grace, 
lovingly 
bestowed upon the individual by his 
Creator and so it is not his to pick up and 
smash 
And so I find the position of 
suicide untenable, not because I lack the 
courage to blow out my brains but 
rather because of my deep, abiding faith 
in the Creator who put the brains there 
in the first place And now the result is 
that I lie here blind on my bed and trust 
in the succeeding, loving power of that 
great Creator who knew and loved me 
before I was fashioned in my m other’s 
womb But I do not think it is wrong to 
pray for an early release drom the* 
diseased, ravaged carcass. 
“ Lovingly 
given," he closed the 
statem en t, 
diffidently, 
“ to 
my 
congregation and to my friends if it 
seems in good taste." 
It seems to me in very good taste, and 
I pass it along, with the good news that 
at least that final prayer was answered 
The coma began two weeks later, and on 
January 21. he died There had been no 
personality 
change 
That, 
all the 
dreadful powers of Creutzfeld-Jakob 
couldn’t do to Charles Luckey

New laws 


Sheriff John Carpenter sent us a note 
the other day to ask us to im part some 
inform ation 
to 
Lom poc 
p aren ts 
concerning three new laws that recently 
went into effect They are interesting 


First, the Penal Code now states that 
parents of minors are personally liable 
for property damage resulting from the 
misconduct of their children The limit 
of liability is $2,000 and the court may 
require repainting, repair or restitution 
as a condition of probation 
Second, the Govern­ 
ment Code states that 
parents of minors are 
liable, up to $2,000 if 
any 
misconduct 
of 
their children causes 
injury or death to any 
student or employe of 
a school district. A 
local 
agency 
may 
authorize a reward for 
the apprehension of 
the minor, and the 
parents are liable for 
the payment of the 
reward 


The third new law says that citizens 
who receive citations for infractions of 
the law may now plead 
not guilty in 
writing, instead of appearing in court. 
This written plea must be sent to the 
court by certified or registered mail, 
and m ust include a $25 bail deposit The 
court will then notify the accused of the 
time and date set for trial. 
It is apparent from the first two

recently been huddling with convicted 
W atergate conspirator John Ehrlichman 
with the intent of making the personality 
a 
radio 
com m entator 
The 
idea 
reportedly is to put Ehrlichman on the 
air daily for five minutes as a kind of 
outlaw Socrates. 
Just how this would 
be done if Ehrlichman 
is, as expected, sent to 
prison, 
nobody 
at 
Mutual 
seem s 
to 
know. But the network 
president, C. Edward 
Little, seems a man 
unbothered by details. 
Never mind, for one 
thing, that Ehrlich­ 
man would be the first 
crook in memory to be 
se n te n c ed 
to 
a 
national airtime spot. 
“Speaking personally," says Little, 
“the Watergate conviction does not 
alter 
my opinion 
of 
Ehrlichman’s 
ability, mind, creativity or what he can 
do for the United States or the Mutual 
Broadcasting System.” 


No doubt, if this absurdity comes to 
pass, Ehrlichman could do quite enough 
for both the USA and MBS. He could, for 
instance, pollute them as he has polluted 
the White House, the government, the 
court system and the Constitution of the 
land. Other than this, it is difficult to 
understand rewarding this man with 
further notoriety 
It is not that we wish to be overly 
harsh. Ordinarily, the idea of allowing 
criminals to speak their minds appeals 
to the democratic fundamentals. H. Rap 
Brown, for one, may be a low thug, but 
he is also a faded spokesman for an 
oppressed and in some ways correct 
viewpoint — thus were we to hear him 
for five minutes daily, from the regional 
jail, we might expect benefit. 
Nor is this in any way a growl for 
torturing 
J. 
Ehrlichman 
through 
unemployment. 
Already 
a 
public 
disgrace, suspended from the practice 
of his profession (law), impossibly in 
debt and facing up to 40 years in jail, his 
suffering 
is 
more 
than 
poetically 
adequate The thought here is that jail is 
unnecessary, honest work is his right 
and one is pained for his fine family. 
But to hire him as a domestic 
broadcast commentator is no less than 
offering Benedict Arnold the job. For 
Ehrlichman is not an ordinary outlaw, 
he did not snatch a purse or rob a candy 
shop. Deliberately and for months on 
end, he broke not only hallowed laws but 
the greater statute of public trust. In 
this regard he is worse than the mugger 
who preys on one or two victims and by 
setting in motion forces that eroded 200 
years of democratic ideals, he helped 
make the nation less safe for an entire 
people 
This is bad enough but the arrogance 
of the man compounds his sins. John 


Dean, a cad who once 
agreed with 
Richard Nixon that “screwing" White 
House 
enemies 
was 
“an 
exciting 
prospect," at least is repentant And 
others of the old White House mob have 
likewise confessed their regrets, asked 
forgiveness, begged understanding — 
thereby winning some compassion. 
Ehrlichman, though, despite two jury 
convictions, 
mountains 
of 
tape 
recordings 
of 
his 
own 
spoken 
lawlessness 
and 
$400,000 
worth 
of 
attorneys unable to conceal his guilt, 
maintains 
not 
only 
innocence 
but 
victimization. He says a conspiracy of 
unfair jurors, judges and newspeople 
have done him wrong 
Presumably, 
if hired by Mutual, 
Ehrlichman would try to continue this 
defense in the homes of millions. 
Imagine him speaking from behind the 
gates of McNeil Island, Wash., perhaps 
introducing himself as No 145678, or 
whatever: 
“And 
now, 
heeeeere’s 
Johnny." He might by professional 
necessity drop his accustomed sneer to 
remind us five minutes daily that he’s 
not such a bad guy after all. 
The Mutual network should know 
better Journalistic credibility is one 
issue here and public accountability is 
another.
